Keiiliicky olil solilicrM and w idowB of 
soldiers will icccive increases of pen- 
sions uiKl.i- tin; Fuller hill, whicli Is 
now salcly through holh branches of 
Congress There are more Civil War 
soldiers in Ohio than in any other 
Btate, but every state In the Union will 
hav(- henellciarieB under the act, Ohio 
leading all the others. 

The bill applies in the main to the 
soldiers of the Civil War and their 
widows, but was broadened before Ita 
final passage so as to Include alao the 
widows of soldiers of the war ot 1811, 
and the widows and veterans of the 
Mexican war, of whon^the number la 
comparatively negligible. 

There are four main provisions ot 
the law, as follows: 

1. Ghrery man who served ninety 
days or longer in the army, navy or 
marine corpa ot the United Stataa dur- 
ing the Civil War, and who haa been 
honorably discharged, or who, having 
served less than ninety daya, waa dis- 
charged for disability Incurred in the 
service, and In line of duty, shall be 
entitled to a pension of ISO a month. 

2. Every auch person who Is help- 
less or blind, or ao nearly helplees or 
blind as to require the aid of another 
person, shall receive |72 a month. 

3. The widow of any such soldier, 
sailor or marine who waa married to 
her soldier or sailor or marine hus- 
band prior to June 27. 1905, shall re- 
ceive $30 a month. 

4. Minor, helpless or imbecile chil- 
dren of Buch service men, whose Im- 
hecllity or helplessness developed 
pi lor to sixteen years of age, shall re- 
ceive $30 a monlli, instead of $20 as 
provided hy existing law 

Persons drawing [lensious by spe- 
cial a< t lower than these rates shall 
be enlltled to the higher ratings car- 
ried in the new hill, it is estimated 
lhat the increases carried by the bill 
will amount to about 116,000,000 an- 
nually

The American Library Association Is 
not giving ltd entire attention to the 
nrban dweller, nor Is It neglecting the 
centers of population for the rural dis 
triets and communities. It la, lif^wevcr. 
onqaestlonably eager to creote a Stead) 
flow of informative reading to rurai 
America. That the need for such serv- 
ice exists and that it is anxiously 
■ought Is evidenced in every letter of 
tbU nature received by state library 
commlsalona and by the A. Ii. A, A few 
excerpts have been selected becanse 
they seem to express most trnly the 
needs of thotuanda of others. 

When Lydia Carlson, whose farm 
is beyond Mason, Wis., asked for copies 
of "Productive Farm Crops," "Pro- 
ductive Vegetable Growing" and "Prin- 
ciples of the Practice of Poultry Rais- 
ing" she ecbneil tlie book needs of her 
neighbors. Tlien Khe revcMlcd the fact 
that her eyes are not always In tlie 
furrows by asking for a copy of Oo\- 
Uns' "Book of the Stars." 

What Others Desired. 
There was a pressing need behind 
the letter from James Dunn, who Uvea 
ten miles from Convent, La., the near- 
est town, which has a population of

yond him. Waller Williams of Osseo, 
Wis., wanted to know If be could make 
fuel alcoliol from frozen potatoes and 
spoiled fruits, and If he ceuld, were 
there any books on the subject. The 
requests run the whole range of farm 
operations. Scene wish to know how 
to treat scale, others daalre facts on 
hog raising. Books giving Information 
on crop rotation are In demand.
